Life was relatively simple a 
few decades past. Four out of 
five people lived in self-suffi- 
cient rural America. The Horatio 
Alger image of hard work as 
good, moral and rewarding was 
a way of life. The three r’s were 
nearly as sacrosanct as mother- 


hood and apple pie and no new 
changes were made in the little 
old schoolhouse because it had 
been good enough for Grandad 
and it was good enough for 
Johnny. 

And in many ways we would 
like to hold on to the old secure 
pattern of living. It would be so 
nice to shy away from the com- 
plexities that have arisen to 
confront us. But newness and 

radical change in the 
structure of the basic 
community has_ be- 
come a part of our 
everyday lives. To- 
day, over one fourth 
of our population 
live in the 12 

. largest metro- 
tH politan areas 
# — over 80% 
live within 
easy commu- 
ting distance 


of cities of 35,000 population. 
During the middle of this cen- 
tury we added approximately 28 
million persons to our popula- 
tion which was about the total 
population of this country during 
the Civil War. The total popula- 
tion of the United States should 
reach 260,000,000 in 1980. It is a 
temptation to think of these fig- 
ures as neat rows in statistical 
documents. On the contrary 
these figures represent people 
who are members of families, go 
to school and hunt for jobs. 

This phenomenal growth has 
thrust education into the nation- 
al focus. Our society is becom- 
ing school-centered. The old 
function of schooling was to pre- 
serve, generate and create new 
knowledge. But today the total 
amount of recorded knowledge 
doubles every seven years. The 
number of people in school 
doubles every fifteen years. The 
entire educative operation from 
pre-school to specialist degrees 
staggers under the paper work 
and logistical load. 

We are faced with a vast num- 
ber of American youth who must 
be educated with the terrific re- 
quirements of the rapidly grow- 
ing industrial and scientific soci- 
ety. We must have new educa- 
tional systems that meet the 
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challenge. 

One of the greatest problems 
in education is the teacher's 
time and how to cram 25 hours 
into her school day. The old 
teaching method required a set 
of facts handed out to the stu- 
dents and subsequently returned 
in exactly the same form. Then 
came the burden of grading... 
a mechanical job. 

So let the machines do the 
job! Programmed learning, prop- 
erly administered, can teach 
facts and answer questions... 
a tutorial service more efficient 
and less expensive than we 
could imagine. 

And what does the teacher 
do? Teach! The teacher concen- 
trates on the individual learning 
process and this makes for cre- 
ativity and originality. 

Today's technology is being 
used to create valuable teaching 
aids for use in many classrooms 
from elementary grades on 
through to college level and 
adult education. These systems 
are not the answer for today’s 
complex educational problems 
for there is no single solution 
but they are making a major con- 
tribution to American education. 
The teaching aids include tele- 
vision programming, audio/video 
systems, tape recorders, com- 


municator consoles, computer/ 
television units and other so- 
phisticated equipment. 
Computer instruction, for ex- 
ample, goes far beyond tradition- 
al textbook instruction. The com- 
puter uses information  pro- 
grammed into it to drill as many 
as 200 students at the same 


Instructor can see how well a con- 
cept has been grasped through the 
responses given by individual stu- 
dents and the class as a whole with 
use of communicator consoles and 
individual student responders. 

time. It accepts. responses to 
questions and immediately ana- 
lyzes the accuracy of the re- 
sponse. Since both the teacher 
and the individual pupil are in- 
formed of daily progress made 
this enables the teacher to gauge 
the comprehension of material 
by individuals and the class as a 
group. Each student then re- 
ceives daily lessons geared to 
his own progress and learning 
ability and is guided on his own 
individual path of learning. 


Will machines make the teach- 
er obsolete? There is little dan- 
ger of this. The electronic sys- 
tems are designed to lessen his 
burden and leave him free for 
personal instruction. Machines 
are indeed one answer to the 
overwhelming problems of over- 
crowded classrooms, teacher 
shortage and obsolete textbooks. 

It is virtually impossible to 
cover in this limited space the 
vast array of electronic equip- 
ment now in use in many of our 
local schools and _ colleges. 
Space age techniques have made 
possible much of the miniaturi- 
zation and development of this 
highly refined equipment which 
has been created to meet the 
needs of education in the 70’s 
and beyond . . . and, of course, 
new equipment is being devel- 
oped constantly. More and more 
electronic systems will appear 
in our educational institutions. 
We are no longer dreaming of an 
electronic explosion in our class- 
rooms but are taking steps to 
put this advanced technology to 
work for us.

EARLY WHITTIER § ECONOMY 


Even though Alva Starbuck was 
not a licensed pharmacist he opened 
the first drug store in Whittier and 
for quite some time he had the only 
telephone in town. He was also 
Whittier’s first Postmaster, a posi- 
tion he held for several years. It 
wasn’t too long before Landrum 
Smith, a registered pharmacist, lo- 
cated in Whittier and thenceforth 
the residents could get their pre- 
scriptions filled locally. 

The picture of the harvesting crew 
was taken on South Greenleaf Ave- 
nue in about 1889. The building 
with the conical cupola is where the 
Bank of America building stands 
today on the south-east corner of 
Greenleaf and Philadelphia. Hay 
and grain were the foremost agricul- 
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tural products before ample water 
was available in 1892. 

The opening of a cannery, on 
what is now Washington Boulevard, 
by the Vernon Brothers contributed 
greatly to the economy of the strug- 
gling town by providing employ- 
ment for many men and women. To- 
matoes were the principal crop 
canned and approximately 200 car- 
loads were shipped per year. 

The State Reform School, now 
known as the Fred C. Nelles School, 
was the first one in California. In 
1889, by an Act of the Legislature 
during the administration of Gov- 
ernor R. W. Waterman, three com- 
missioners were appointed to select 
a suitable site for such an institu- 
tion. Fortunately, through the un- 


tiring efforts of one of the commis- 
sioners, Hervey Lindley, Whittier 
was the chosen site. The people of 
Whittier donated 40 acres and A. 
H. Dunlap sold 120 acres at $200 
per acre, the total of which provided 
enough space for the anticipated 
operation. 

The institution started operating 
on July 1, 1891 and is still in opera- 
tion. The intention of the School 
was to raise everything it could to 
make it as self-supporting as possi- 
ble. Ninety acres were used for bar- 
ley, 30 acres for corn, 18 acres for 
potatoes, 5 acres for alfalfa, 4 acres 
for peas, beans, cabbage and_ table 
beets, and five cows furnished milk 
and butter. There were 8 horses, 
buggies, farm wagons and a full set 
of the latest improved farming im 
plements. 

Girls as well as boys were com- 
mitted to this Reform School at 
first and were housed in a 10-room 
cottage. The girls and boys were 
kept segregated at all times and 
were taught some trade or trades 
such as: tailoring, baking, printing, 
machine shop, horticulture etc. 

The boys had training in formal 
marching and other precise military 
movements. Since ample time was 
devoted to physical education and 
athletic sports, the school always 
had excellent football and baseball 
teams. A well trained boys’ band 
gave a concert every Sunday after- 
noon in front of the Administration 
Building, affording a chance for the 
townspeople and ranchers to hear 
some very good music. I have fond 
memories of the horse and buggy 
days when my folks drove down to 
the State School to hear the band 
play. 

The Administration Building, 
shown in a photo taken in 1904, had 
not been changed much from the 
original structure.
